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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on 10/14/05 and the remarks presented therewith have 
carefully considered. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 8 have been 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 8 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(i), as being of improper method form 
for failing to disclose a plurality of steps and furthermore separating the plurality of steps 
by line indentations. Applicant should note that a method claim requires the description 
of more than one step. Appropriate correction is required . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can . 
be found in a prior Office action. 

1 . Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Snee in 
view of Snyder. Snee discloses a method including providing a cord (rope 19) 
comprising the step of interweaving a continuous string or cord (page 1 , lines 21-25; 
lines 54-55; lines 56-58, lines 79-81 ; page 2, lines 35-36) to form a net conforming to 
the size of meat or poultry depending on the size of the meat or poultry, and at least two 
handles attached to opposing peripheral edges of the net (front and rear loops 9,10 and 
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7,8). However, Snee discloses rope (19), not butcher's twine. Snyder uses butcher's 
twine (13) to prepare and support a fowl. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to modify the method of Snee as taught by Snyder to form the net with 
butcher's twine as butcher's twine is known to be strong and sturdy for carrying and 
supporting objects. 

Response to Arguments 

Claim 8, which was previously objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but allowable if rewritten in independent form has been 
reconsidered. The addition of butcher's twine would be obvious to use a strong material 
to support meat and butcher's twine is a well-known material used in the art.
